Students prove by 
marching that ‘they 
really give a damn

Do you really give a damn? 

Sacramento pondered that question as 
more than 4,000 young people marched 
along a tiring, pre-determined 30 mile 
route for the Walk for Development, last 
Saturday. 

The Walk, sponsored by the American 
Freedom from Hunger Foundation, 
grossed an estimated $75,000, to be used 
to support hunger projects in Sacramento 
County and for a pilot project of economic 
development in Manila. A small percen- 
tage will also be sent to the Hunger 
Foundation for the administering of new 
marches. 

The most important aim of that march 
was not to gain revenue, but to create 
a sensitivity in people to the poverty and 
hunger that cripples Sacramento today. 
Sacramentans tend to ignore these prob- 
lems not because they do not care but 
because they are not aware that poverty 
exists. Marchers received a glimpse 
of this poverty as they weaved through 
the streets of Del Paso Heights and 
witnessed human conditions more 
reminiscent of the depression years than 
of an American city in the 70’s. 

Sensitivity was often forgotten as 
marchers ate ice cream cones and 
oranges while half-hungry children 
watched, hidden behind crumbling door- 
ways in houses s0 decayed it was 
surprising not to see condemned signs 
on them. More tears were shed for a 
dog that lay dead in the street than the 
poor little girl who stood behind it. 

A few marchers were scornful be- 


cause the Del Paso Heights inhabitants 
did not cheer them on as they passed. 
Let us not forget that these people have 
been promised alleviation from hunger 
many times before. The marchers pro- 
mised these people nothing more than 
active and real concern. 

The greatest accomplishment of 
Saturday’s walk was not that 4,000 young 
people banded together in peaceful and 
constructive protest rather that thousands 
of harried and hurried motorists were 
forced to, face the problems of hunger. 
No one could ignore the fact that poverty 
exists in Sacramento. 

The Walk has created an awareness 
of the problems of hunger but will that 
realization fade as the blisters do? Was 
the most sensitive part of Saturday's 
march the walkers’ feet? 

The problems of poverty and hunger 
can not be solved by one march alone. 
Sacramento can not afford to stop now 
and pat itself on the back for caring one 
day out of three hundred and sixty five. 
People are aware now that we must be- 
come sensitive to the needs of our poor. 

Another march is in the planning stages 
for next year. At that time it is hoped 
that the march becomes a hungry walk 
as well as a Walk for Hunger. How can 
we ask the hungry to be patient when we 
talk with food in our mouths? 

This is not a condemnation of the 
young marchers who withstood through 
blistered feet and aching bodies to com- 
plete the thirty mile trek, but of the 
insensitivity of a city which can ignore 
the human depravation which exists within 
its boundaries.

No matter how hard you try, it is 
impossible to lose some things in the 
Associated Students bookkeeping files. 
Sooner or later they will be discovered, 
which is indeed a sorry state of affairs 
as far as the Black Student Union is 
concerned, 

The combined BSU--ASSSC show and 
concert, staged for the purpose of raising 
money for Educational Opportunity Pro- 
gram scholarships, as well as to pad 
the funds of the sponsors, and despite 
a large array of talent and two months 
advanced publicity, failed even to meet 
its expenses. According to Associated 
Students Business Manager, John Krier, 
the concert lost approximately $3000. 

Black Student Union member Sam Pen- 
nel, chieforganizer of the concert, thinking 
over the apparent debacle caused by 


cancelled guest appearances of a number 
of stars said, ‘‘It’s no use crying over 
spilled milk. We’re (BSU) working to- 
ward Black Culture Week.’’ When asked 
about the EOP scholarships, Pennel said, 
“Since there was no profit, there is 
nothing to divide.’’ 

For the past three years rock cop- 
certs at Sacramento State have lost money, 
causing Scott Burns, Student Senate chair- 
man to comment, ‘Saturday night’s 
concert appears to have successfully 
proven that the Associated Students has 
had its last rock concert.”’ 

EOP, which stood everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by the concert, 
emerged the lone beneficiary of ASSSC 
bookkeeping. Proceeds from last fall’s 
Puget Sound - SSC football game, by 
which EOP was to have profited, have 
finally been tallied and $968.79 has been 
earmarked for scholarships’ in the 
program,

I’ve discovered a truism of life, anamazing feat for someone twenty- 
one years old with a Sacramento State education. The truism is not one 
of the really significant ones. It is much more on the simple and un- 
refined side, but nevertheless it is a truism. 

What I’m talking about deals with the so called generation gap between 
adults and kids. For a rea! examination of this phenomenon so highly 
regarded everywhere by everyone, a common frame of reference is 
desirable, Fortunately I have discovered that very frame of reference 
which we are looking for.

Anyway, back to my frame of reference, The other night I had the 
pleasure (mainly because it was free) of viewing the premiere showing 
of MGM's new extravaganza, “PATTON”, starring George C. Scott and 
Karl Malden. In what has been called by a host of critics as the “epic 
war movie Hollywood has always been afraid to make,”’ I saw the best 
showing of premieres to hit Sacramento in a long time, excuse the 
digression please. 

The movie, for those of you who will only read this far thinking 
that this is a movie critique, was a dramatic, highly personal and en- 
lightened portrayal of General George Patton’s life during the waning 
years of World War Il, This column is not for movie critiques, nor am 
I a movie critic, but I must admit that I have stooped to the lowest 
depths of intelligence by having to use the movie as an integral part 
of my longwinded narrative.

course) because personally I am sick, Anyway, if one was to take a 
cross section of the audience, especially at the premiere of “PATTON”, 
you would find probably six retired colonels, three career sergeants, 
two locally-based privates come to see what they luckily missed, four 
old-age mothers and two widows, They all came to reminisce about 
the good old days during the war, Sick humor I call it. During inter- 
mission all the veterans flooded the aisle and swapped old war stories, 
which because they were dirty were entertaining. The old men in front 
of me expounded on the ‘if’? theory of WW Il, Their conversation ran 
something like this, ‘‘You know that’s a damn good movie.” “Yah, and 
you know if they had let Patton take Germany the way he had wanted to,

Until your newspaper published 
the facts, almost everyone I talked 
to, including Dr. Donaldson him- 
self, believed that there existed a 
state law prohibiting smoking in the 
classroom, Yet despite this 
general belief, students and 
teachers who smoked continued to 
smoke in almost every class. In 
light of that, it is easy to under- 
stand why the Academic Senate’s 
ban on smoking in class has had 
no effect whatever. Those indi- 
viduals, both students and teach- 
ers, who were not about to have 
their personal habits regulated 
by the State of California would 
hardly allow them to be regulated 
by the Academic Senate, 

There is, I think, sufficient 
evidence to indicate that a total 
ban on smoking inthe classroom, 
virtually impossiple to enforce 
unless the administration places a 
monitor in every classroom, since 
teachers break the rule as oftenas 
students. Yet anything short of 
total enforcement of such @ ban 
would be unfair, It is not right 
that some teachers and some 
students should be permitted to 
smoke in class while others are 
not, 
Further, there is the question 
of whether the Administration 
should attempt to regulate the 
personal habits of its students 
and faculty when the problem might 
be solved by some easier course 
of action. Such a course is 
available, 

Why not designate in each class- 
room a section of seats for 
smokers, a ‘‘smoking section,”’

if you will? The designated area 
could be at the back of the room, 
if there is an air vent there, or 
it could be those seats next to 
the windows. Such a section would 
have three indisputable advan- 
tages: 

1. It’s location next to vent 
or windows would prevent smoke 
from clouding the rest of the room. 

2. Those who have had reason 
to complain of other’s smoking 
around them could sit, unmole sted, 
in some other part of the room. 

5. It would be easy enough 
to provide an ashtray for this 


one area, And, in any case, such 
a smal! area would be much easier 
to police than a whole room, 


have any objection to this 
obvious solution, since it takes 
into account the comfort of both 
smokers and non-smokers, and 
would help to keep the classrooms 
clean, But more than that, it is 
the only kind of regulation that 
could possibly be enforced in all 
classrooms.

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Higher salaries for accountants approved 


The Civil Service Commission 
has approved higher starting 
salary rates, effective in June, for 
accounting majors who plan to en- 
ter federal service as accountants, 
auditors, or Internal Revenue 
Agents. 

Higher starting salaries were 
approved to enable federal 
recruiters to offer salaries which 
are comp2titive with salaries of- 
fered by private employers. The 
Commission has statutory author- 
ity to adjust entry salary rates 
for persons in shortage categories 
whei recruiting and retention dif- 
ficulties can be related reasonably 
to higher salaries paid by other 
employers. 

Accounting majors with bache- 
lor’s degrees entering federal em- 
ployment at the norm2l entry grade 
of GS-5 will start at $8,030 per 
year as compared to $6,176 for 
employees not in a shortage cate- 
gory.
